ANNUAL  HEALTH  REPORT  FOR  1939 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1939,  this 
being  the  seventeenth  one  presented  by  me  as  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

In  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
the  Report  for  1939  has  been  reduced  as  far  as  possible  and 
only  contains  such  information  as  it  is  essential  to  record. 

The  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  at 
mid-year  1939  was  30,290,  as  compared  with  28,120  last  year. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  Birth  Rate,  viz.  16.2  per 
thousand  of  population,  as  compared  with  14.9  last  year.  The 
Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  15.0. 

An  increase  in  the  Death  Rate  also  took  place,  viz.  11.3  as 
against  9.7  last  year. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  was  32  per  thousand  registered 
births,  as  compared  with  34  last  year. 

From  the  point  of  view  of  incidence  of  Infectious  Disease 
the  year  19391  was  a  satisfactory  one,  the  number  of  notification 
certificates  received  being  128  as  against  358  last  year.  This 
decrease  is  chiefly  due  to  a  much  less  number  of  cases  of 
M  easl.es  being  notified. 

In  presenting  this  Report  I  desire  to  thank  the  Council  and 
all  its  Officers  for  the  kind  help  and  assistance  I  have  received 
from  them  during  the  year.  In  particular  I  would  desire  to 
place  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the  loyal  and  efficient 
services  rendered  by  all  members  of  the  Public  Health 
Department.

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING. 

A  scheme  for  the  emptying  of  cesspools  came  into  operation 
during  February,  1936,  and  the  Dennis  machine  which  has 
been  used  to  carry  out  this  work  has  proved  very  satisfactory 
during  the  year. 

The  cesspool  contents  were  disposed  of  by  spreading  over 
farm  land,  and  no  complaints  have  been  received.

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING. 

A  scheme  for  the  emptying  of  cesspools  came  into  force  in 
February,  1936. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  1 ,158  cesspools  were  emptied, 
the  number  of  loads  (750  gallons  each)  being  2,084,  which 
equals  1,563,000  gallons  of  sewage.  The  number  of  miles 
traversed  was  10,915. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

No  important  changes  in  the  public  water  supply  have  taken 
place  during  1939. 

During  the  year  15  chemical  analyses  have  been  made  of 
water  from  springs  in  various  parts  of  the  District,  of  which 
10  were  satisfactory  and  5  were  unsatisfactory.  Suitable  action 
was  taken  with  regard  to  the  unsatisfactory  samples.
